THE PROPOSED TAX ON FRANCHISES. 
The Springfield Journal, in answer to our ex- 
planstion of the duplicate taxation sought to be 
enforced against private corporations in this 
city not exercising special or exclusive priv- 
ileges, thinks we have overlooked something. 
The case was where a private firm with $100,000 
invested in ground, buildings, tools, and ma- 
chinery, and making $25,000 profit per anpum, 
had their tangible property assessed st $45,000, 
tal invested in the same way, and making the 
game profit, would be assessed on the capital 
stock at par, and on $50,000 premium value; from 
which the $45,000 value of tangible property 
would be deducted, leaving them to pay taxes on 
$105,000, while their neighbors would only pay 
taxes on precisely the same business, and prop- 
erty on $45,000, The Journal explains that this 
tax on the additional $50,000 “is justly charged 
against the corporation on account of the fact 
that, by reason of the formation of & corpora- 
tion, the owners are not individually liable for 
the debts of the concern only to the amount of 
their stock respectively. But A arid B are liable 
to the whole amount of their respective property 
for the debts of the concern. The corporation 
has this advantage over the private firm.” 
While the member of the private firm is liable 
individually for the debts of the concern con- 
tracted while he is & member of it, the member 


of a private corporation incorporated by special 
charter is responsible; to the extent of ‘his in- 


terest, for all debts and liabilities due at the time 


he leaves it, and for six months after he has 


ceased to have any interest or to exercise any 
conérol in it. In cages of banking corporations, 
the individual liabilty is for double the amount 
of capital stock held by each ; under the general 


law, stockholders in manufacturing and other 
corporations are personally liable without refer- 


ence to the amount of their stock for all debts 
due for labor. And after all the vital question | 


is not as to liability for possible debts, but to the 


existence of actual debts. 

The Journal over-estimates the value of the 
franchise when it claims that a private corpora- 
tion under the general law or even under special 
charter should be taxed 50 per cent higher on 


personally liable only to the amount of their 
stock. The actual capital invested in a private 
firm and a private corporation being the same, 
the credit of the two establishments ought to be 
the same, but as the liability of the members of 
the firm is personal, its credit and its financial 
character are as extended as the means and 
property of its members. The corporation has 


no such advantage; ite capital is the limit of its 


liability, and, of course, of ita credit ; any credit 
it may have beyond its capital is due to public 
confidence in its management, and, sifted of ali 
chaff, it is precisely the possession of this con- 


fidence which the State Journal insiets shall be

managers. The stock of a corporation so man- 
aged that it inspires public confidence will sell 
higher than that of otber corporations doing 
twice the amount of business, but in whose man- 
agement the public have no such confidence. 
Let any corporation whose stock may be quoted 
as high as 200 change managers, and psss into 
the control of those in whose skill or personal 
character there is less confidence, and at once, 
and before any loss of business or any loss of 
means takes place, that stock will fall in value 
and continue to fall until ite eatire premium is 


frittered away. The premium value on stock 


is almost invariably due to the skill and ability 


with which the business is conducted ; it is not
